The building 
comm it tee 
of 
the 
United Presbyterian church met tins 
morning and let the contract for their 
handsome new edifice to be erected 
, this summer on the southwest corner 
of Harrison and Seventh streets, to the 
firm of Coates & Robinson, of Colum­ 
bus, Ind. 
The contractors 
expected 
to sublet the contract for stone today. 
While in this city, Mr. Coates stated 
that 
he would 
begin work on the 
church jnst as soon as he could bring 
his men and materials to this city. He 
expects to be at work breaking ground 
at least by June 25th. 
The new church will be about 70 by 
86 feet and will be built entirely of 
Bedford stone. 
It will front on both 
Seventh and Harrison streets, setting 
back 45 feet from the sidewalk“on the 
west side of Harrison street and 18 
feet from the south sidewalk along 
Seventh street. 
The church will be of 
the very latest and most approved pat­ 
tern. 
Cement walks will lead up to 
the entrances of which there will be 
two, one on the north side and one on 
the Bust. 
The windows will be of fine 
stained g l a s s artistically constructed 
and colored. 
The tower will be octa­ 
gon in shape and medium in height. 
The entire cost of building the church 
and remodeling the jxirsonage is esti­ 
mated at 125,000. 
The auditorium of the new church 
will be capable of seating 750 peiople. 
A fine pipe organ will he added to its 
equipment. 
The church will be heated 
by steam, the plant being in the base­ 
ment. 
The basement will be entirely 
of cement and will contain an assem­ 
bly room, kitchen and dining room. 
On the main floor, besides the audi­ 
torium, there will be a Sunday school 
room, pastor’s study, choir room, Sun­ 
day school library uud the church par­ 
lors. 
There is no doubt but that the church 
will 
reflect 
great credit upon the 
building committee and the congrega­ 
tion for which it is intended and that 
it will be one of the most beautiful 
structures in the oitv.

The only marks in this county are 
the letters spelling Decatur and those 
showing course of running streams. 
Greensburg, 
Rushville, Shelbyville, 
Frank lin,|Seymonr, Vernon, Versailles 
and Osgood were lgnofed for want of 
existence.

S ev enteenth infan­ 
try. w ho w as tried in the Philippines 
on ch a rge s of conduct unbecom ing an 
officer.

national capital ha» been selected as 
the seat of negotiations betw een the 
plenipotentiaries of Russia and Ja p a n 
for a treaty of peace. 
T he choice of 
W ashington as 
the location of the 
peace conference m arks ano th er fo r­ 
ward step in the negotiations tow ard 
u ltim ate peace in th e far E ast insti­ 
tuted by P resid ent Roosev elt. 
Official annou ncem ent of th e selec­ 
tion of W ash ingto n was m ade by Sec­ 
reta ry Loeb at the W hite House. 
It 
read as follows: 
‘‘W hen the tw o gov ­ 
ernm e nts w ere unable to agree upon 
either Chefoo or Paris, the president 
suggested T he Hague, but both gov ­ 
ernm ents 
hav e now 
req uested 
that 
W ashington be chosen as the place of 
m eeti g, and the president has ac­ 
cordingly form ally notified both gov ­ 
e rnm ents th a t W ashington will be se­ 
lected.” 
T his sta te m e nt 
was 
aupplem ented 
shortly a fterw ard by a semi-official 
a nnou ncem ent th a t "a fte r m eeting and 
organizing the plenipotentiaries of the 
two gov ernm ents, if it should be found 
to be uncom fortably hot In W ash ing­ 
ton, m ay adjourn the m eeting to som e 
su m m er reso rt in the N orth and there 
continue th e ir sittings until such tim e 
as the w eather in W ashington shall 
be m ore com fortable.” 
Now that som e of the d etails of the 
negotiations, which hav e been pend­ 
ing for m ore th an two weeks, are 
known, the selection of W ashington is 
regarded as th e only logical solution 
of the problem presented to the bel­ 
ligerent gov ernm ents. 
In v iew of the selection of the seat 
of th e conference, it is expected that 
within a few days at most. R ussia and 
Japan 
will 
announce 
form ally 
the 
nam es of th eir respectiv e plenipoten­ 
tiaries. 
It is deem ed likely, also. that, 
coincidentally with the announcem ent 
of the p lenipotentiaries an agreem ent 
will be reached as iO the tim e of hold­ 
ing th e conference. 
W hile the date 
Is not so im p o rta nt, a detail as the 
place, it is of p articu lar concern, espe­ 
cially at th is season, not only to those 
who a re activ ely to p articip ate in it, 
but also to diplom atists generally who 
a re accredited to this capital. 
A m id­ 
sum m er conference anyw here so pro­ 
longed as a peace conference is likely 
to be, is not regarded w ith entirely 
pleasant Anticipations. 
It is indicated, 
howev er, that th e proposed conference 
is scarcely likely to be conv ened be­ 
fore the m iddle of August and perhaps 
not until a la te r date. 
It m ay be July 
I, possibly a little later, before th e 
a rra nge m ents for the m eeting of the 
plenipotentiaries finally a re com plet­ 
ed.

It has not been learned yet who will 
be authorized 
by

R ussian and 
Jap anese gov ernm ents to a rra nge and 
sign the protocol. 
T he 'negotiatio ns 
regarding it probably will be co ndu ct­ 
ed In W ashington, and it is regarded 
as likely that th e respectiv e diplo­ 
m atic re p re se nta tiv es of the belliger­ 
ents wHl sign th e docum ent on behalf 
of th e ir gov ernm ents.

the grand jury . 
The state’s atto rney 
•aid: 
* 
“ More serious offenses hav e been 
comitted than bribery and conspiracy . 
*nd the ev idence presented to the 
Jury has been of an ex tremely sensa­ 
tional character. 
It is v ery important 
and will lead to startling results. The 
names mentioned 
by the witnesses 
are those of prominent men on both 
sides. 
If I thought there would be no 
results from this inv estigation 1 would 
call a halt immediately . 
I believ e the 
present line of inq uiry will occupy the 
attentio n of the jury for the remainder 
of this week and a portion of nex t, but 
if necessary all the d<K*ket cases will 
be sidetracked because of the great 
importance I attach to the present in­ 
q uiry .” 
Today witnessed the gathering be­ 
fore the grand jury of twenty or more 
of the prominent business men of Chi­ 
cago, together with leading member* 
of the bar. Charges of a serious kind 
are said to figure in the ev idence in 
connection with which these men hav e 
been summoned. 
John C. Driscoll was the chief wit­ 
ness before the grand jury , and re­ 
cited what he called the history of the 
dealings between employ ers and union 
labor.
